was already rank with unscrupulous abuses of 
the law, and this bill, if passed, would add 
any more such chapters. Among all other 
acts of this congress, it stood prominent as the 
most reckless and desperate measure to main- 
tain the minority in power in this country, 
Whose purpose was to offer an opportunity for 
The bill sought to provoke a contlict be- 
tween State and federal officers, and never be- 
fore in the history of the country had there been 
such a jumble of local and federal functions in 
any law. The atteupt to coutrol state officers 
in the discharge of their duties is a dangerous 
and threatening incursion to the domain of 
local self-government that no thirst for power 
can justify, and no hypocritical  pre- 
tense of desire for a tree ballot and 
& fair. count can exeuse. Mr. Flower con- 
denine@ and ridiculed the “house to honse can- 
vass’’ by supervisors authorized in the bill, 
and called attention to the insertion of the 
word “male” im its reference to voters and ar- 
gued that that word would exempt female 
voters from supervision in the states and terri- 
tories where female suffrage prevails. 

“Mr. Speaker,” he said in conclusion, “if 
this measure passes and is sustained by the 
courts, it will revolutionize the government, 
ard set upon the ruins of our free institutions 
a government by fear, force and fraud. It 
means the inauguration of a state of affairs 
throughout the whole country that ruled for 
several years in asingle seetion, with the sub- 
Stitution for the bayonet of tho soldier 
the. club of the deputy marshal, 
Its immediate effect will. be most 
harmful tothe whole country, but the ulti- 
mate tesult will be that the people will drive 
from power in the government the party that 
seoks to profit by it before it can pull the 
whole temp!e down on their heads. [Applause 
on the democratic side). 

Mr. Vaux, of Pennsylvania, successor of 
Samuel J. Randall, then arose to make his 
maiden speech, and the members gathered 
around him in the seats and in the space be- 
fore the speaker’s desk and listened to him 
With interest. He was going, he said, to 
speak of a subject which seemed to have been 
entirely ignored, and he was sorry to think, 
had een almost fergotten in this age 
of our republic. The constitution of 
the United States, I believe, he _ said, 
isin the patent office, [laughter] and those 
who want tounderstand its meaning must go 
to the glass case; and having tried to ascertain 
in this Way what this yellow piece of parch- 
ment means, they turn away and say ‘‘the 
constitution ;: that is a forgotten subject.’’ 
Enough of the constitution, he believed, was 
left to substantiate his asseriion, that this bill 
virtually overturned the constitution and de- 
stroyed our form of government. [Loud dem- 
ocratic applause. | 

The article of the constitution on which tho 
bill was*based was that with reference to the 
time, place and manner of holding elections. 

Mr. Vaux dwelt particularly upon this word 
*“‘manner,’’ and time and again paused to re- 
mark that he only had a word more to say, and 
that was as to this word ‘‘manner.’’ He argued 
that the constitutional meaning of this phrase 
was that the power of congress was limited to 
prescribing the form of choosing representa- 
tives, and that when the election itself began 
it authority ceased. Tho word “‘manncr’” 
must be constrned stictly and not by implica- 
tion. Tlie ‘‘manner of holding’’ and the “‘hold- 
ing’’ of elections were entirely distinct and 
separate, andthe power of congress ceased 
With the former. Ifthere could be injected 
into the word ‘“‘manner” the power ciaimed by 
the friends of the biil, then there was no word 
of limitation’in the English language that 
could be used to putan end to their devices, 
which [sotto voce) they seemed: to have in 
such plenty. 

The chairinterrupted Mr, Vaux to state 
that histim®é was up, but all the members 
shouted to let him goon, and repeated it sev- 
eral times, when the speaker expressed {the 
fear that ho was taking up too much time. 

Continuing Mr. Vaux said these supervisors 
are responsible to nobody, might carry their 
authority to election of senators. They might 
gointo the legislative assembly of his state 
and say to one they met there: ‘“‘Are you a 
member of the legislature of the state of 
Peusylvania?’’ ‘Yes sir.”’ “Walk out 
then.”” And amid roars of laughter, Mr. 
Vaux, himse f, suiting his action 
to his words, walked out of the isle as far as 
tho speaker’s desk. ‘‘There was not a fair and 
free vote in your county.” The supervisor 
would then strike the members name from 
the list, always picking out a democrat, 
because it seemed to be the fashionable idea 
that the villians were democrats. [Laughter.] 
With a good deal of warmth Mr. Vaux then 
read from the majority report on the bill, and 
expressed his amazement at the statement 
therein that the words “‘make or alter’’ in sec- 
tion 4, article 1, of the constitution seemed so 


plain as to make argument upon the constitu- 


tionality of the bill almost superfluous. A 
railread engine could not drag into that section 
the meaning given it. Shaking his finger at 
the members clustered around him, he said he 
wanted totell them that by this bill the power to 
choose their representatives was no longer 
vested in the people, but in a federal eleciion 
otiicer, bought to do the bidding of him who 
appoints him, andin order to give further 
respectability to his appointment, the act pro- 
vided that the circuit court judges were to do 
the appointing and the judges were to be 
brought into the dirt and filth of partisan poli- 
tics. He wanted to tell his friends that the 
democrats of the north would see that Maine 
was one of the first places where this law 
should be carried out. If itcost $15,000,000 they 
would see it carried out in the north, and ev- 
ery dollar wring from the western farnrers 
would be the seed of angry republican yotes. 
[App!ause.] 

There was somewhere a committee on rules 
which was as aneffective agent as these pro- 
posed supervisors: {Laughter.] That committee 
had brought in a report on_ this 
‘manner’ of holding this debate 
It did not oresume to regulate 
the debate itself. ‘This bill made slaves of 
men to federal office holders. Our forefathers 
had brought on the revolutionary war, and 
had separated from Great. Britain beeause 
they did not believe in taxation without repre- 
sentation. He warned congress that the time 
might come when legislation depriving the 
people of representation would drive them to 
another revolt for the same principle. {Loud 
applause from the democratic side.] For the 
benefit, he said, of the republicans, | he read, 
approvingly, extracts from a recent address in 
which Justice Harlan said it was to the states 
that we must look primarily for our liberty. 
Democrats were as familiar with that doctrine 
as with the Holy Bible. [Laughter.] ea 

After reading further from Justice Harian’s 
address, Vaux sat down, amid the applause of 
members, which broke out afresh as his pic- 
turesqne figure, surmounted by his unconven- 
tional headgear, was seen to move out of the 
aisle and through the house to the lobby. 

Mr. Kennedy, of Ohio, in the course ofa 
specch advocating the bill, again aHuded to 
tho disparity in the size of the vote in congres- 
sional districts south and north, and said at 
least thirty of the southern members were here 
because the blacks were counted in the census 
of 1880; and ifthe southern states were de- 
prived of representation based on the black 
population, they would lose one-third of their

A PENSION FOR THE NEGROES. 

A crazy republican congressman,named Con- 
nell, from Nebraska, who must have escaped 
from the asylum of that state, has succeeded 
in getting ahead of “King Bob” Kennedy, of 
Ohio, as the greatest ass in congress. He went 
up ahead this morning, by introducing a bill 
to pension every hegro in the’ union under 
fifty years of age who has been a slave, at the 
rate of four dollars a month. Those who have 
attained the age of fifty shall have eight dol- 
lars atid a $100 bounty, all of sixty years a 
pension of twelve dollars and $300 bounty, 
andof seventy and over, twelve dollars a 
month and a $500 bounty. The bill was in- 
troduced forthe purpose of persuading the 
negroes to vote the republican ticket in the 
next congressional election.

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NORTHERN DEMOCRATS PROTEST 


Against the National Election Law—An Ap- 
peal for the Republic. 


WASHINGTON, June 27.—The northern dem- 
ocratic miembers of the house of ‘representa- 
tives have phapeese a forinal’ protest against 
the national election bill, now undér discus- 
sion in the house, in which they say: 

The undersigned, .representing in the congress 
of the United States, constituencies in states 
north of the Ohio and Potomac rivers, feel it their 
duty to théir fellow-citizens, to briefly call their 
attention to the extraordinary, dangerous and 
revolutionary measure now proposed by the 
leaders of the party in power for passage 
in the honse of representatives. Under a 
doubtful construction of the constitution, 
this bill proposes to substantially take 
trom states and iocal authorities the control of ail 
elections at which members of congress are bal- 
loted for, and hand the same over to United States 
judges, appointed to office for life; and chief 
supervisors of elections. 

f the power elaimed resides in the constitution, 
which we deny, the republic has gone nts the 
difficulties of the formative period, made a heroic 
strugegie against dissolution, triumphed and suc- 
cessfully reailjusted itself to changed conditions 
without the exercise of such power by the federal 
government for one hundred yearsand over. Jef- 
ferson and the fathers of the republic would have 
considered'such a proposition as this dangerons, 
a8 an open altempt at centralization. 

This bill is purely a partisan measure, intended 
primarily to control elections for congress and 
presidential elections in all the states, and to in- 
timittate, hound, obstruct and harass, by political 
persecution in unfriendly hands, adverse major- 
ities in cities of the north. It gives to the control 
of chief supervisors of elections, a body of fed- 
eral police spies, who are authorized to make 
domiciliary visits, snperintend the naturalization 
of our fortign-born citizens, place citizens under 
the strict scrutiny of these trusty and unprin- 
cipled federal detectives for days, both preceding 
and following an election, and in evely way sub- 
jecthim tothe power and control of paid party 
mercenaries of the government in a way at utter 
variance with republican institutions and the 
great principle of American freedom—hounie 
rule. 

To carry on this scheme of imperial govern- 
ment, millions of dollars will be taxed 
from our ve ople, and tho ju- 
diciary of the United States prostituted to 
the basest partianship in the management of elec- 
tions. And these invasions of the liberties of our 
people will be left fur the safety to partisan juries 
in federal courts, composed entirety of men of the 
party in power. A partisan returning board is 
proposed for each state, the object te Be ge 
of which, a8 well as the general constitutional ob- 
jections te the bill, are weil stated by the minority 
of the committee on the election of president and 
vice-president. 

In view of the great danger to the rights and 
liberties of the people, and to the principles of 
local self-government involved in this bill, we 
respectiully appeal to American freeman, without 
regard to party, to enter a timely protest by the 
way of public meeting or otherwise, against fhis 
consolidation of the government, the destruction 
of popular rights, and the very foundation of 
American liberty, for we indulge in no mere 
rhetorical flourish when we solemnly affirm, on 
our loyalty as citizens, and on our honor as.repre- 
sentatives, that this vicious.and unpatriotic 
measure is a most serious menace to the very life 
of the republic. 

The issue is, shall a political party elect itself 
and keepin power, by paid agents, who are ,to 
contest political elections in all states?

THE MINE IS ABLAZE. 


Another Obstacle in the Way of the Rescuers 
at Farm Hill Mine. 

DunBAR, Pa., June 27.—Flames which have 
been burning in Farm Hill mine burst from 
the mouth of the pit at 8:30 o’clock tonight 
and leaped thirty feet in theair. Allefforts to 
extinguish the flames have proved fruitless, 
and buildings in the vicinity have been 
torn down to wprevent..the fire spread- 
ing. A hurried consultation followed between 
thefinspector and the district master-work- 
man as to the advisability of abandoning the 
search for the imprisoned men. It was the 
belief of the inspector that it was absolutely 
dangerous to proceed further, but they decided 
to finish the work themselves. A hole has 
been drilled into Hill Farm, and at eleven 
o’clock the inspectors started on their perilous 
search. They have taken their lives in their own 
hands, and may never see daylight again. 

It is feared the mineis on fire all through, 
or else filled with smoke. In either case the 
danger is very great. It is ofa character, too, 
that tries to the utmost the cou ofaman. In 
the dark, with tons of looseearth above them, 
afalse step or me J kind of moyement may 
bring death in an instant.

Quite a Noisy and Demonstrative 
Crowd 


FLOURISHING GREEN CORN STALKS 


As the Emblems of the Farmers’ 
Cause. 


PROCEEDINGS OF QUITE A NOISY DAY. 


AIKEN, 8. C., June 27.—[Special.J—The 
Tiliman tide rolls, and Aiken, beautiful 
Aiken among the oaks, has been overrun. 

At an @arly hour the corn-stalk cavalry took 
the town, and the yeomanry haye had posses- 
sion allday. — 

The speaking was set for ten o’clock. By 
nine the sidewalks were full of farmers, and 
the streets were crowded with them. Captain 
Tillman was at the residence of Colonel E. L. 


‘Sawyer, the master of céremonies, and at 


half-past mine the procession called for him. 
First there was an escort of corn-stalk cavalry, 
which laid in the shade the democrats of 
Richland, It was a long column of yeomanry, 
each man carrying a large stalk of corn, green 
and fresh cut from the field. Then came Till- 
man in a carriage, decorated with corn, and 
drawn by a spanking four-in-hand, which 
Newt Heggie had brought down from Augusta 
for theoccasion. The carriages carrying others, 
with General Hampton,the candidates,and Col- 
one! John C. Haskell, another long column of 
mounted yeomanry, followed, and a throng 
accompanied afoot, cheering themselves hoarse, 
and almost drowning the music of the band. 

“Tillman!” “Tillman!” came continually 
from hundreds of throats as the procession 
moved out to the pine grove where the plat- 
form had been erected. 

BORNE ON HUMAN SHOULDERS. 

When the corn-stalk cavalry had passed by, 
and the four-in-hand was drawn up at the 
stand, a dozen of the yeomanry tock Tillman 
from the Carriage, and bore him on their 
shoulders to the stand. When they had 
deposited him safely on a chair, they stood 
around him waving their hats, frantically 
shouting ‘‘Tillman!” “Tiliman!” with a wild 
sound like the frenzy of religious excitement. 
Some of the young men were aliost beside 
themselves, leaping in their chairs, shouting 
in a high vein, as they stood looking at Till- 
man, Waving their hats above him. Their 
actions and their shouts, put in words, would 
be Ssoméwhere between hosannas and hallelu- 
ahs. 
, The great crowd of near 2.500, which massed 
in fPOfit #f the stand, took upthe shouting, 
and it was a minute or-so befure quiet was re- 
stored. The first speaker was General Wade 
Hamptom, He was received with hearty 
applause, and many laudatory remarks from 
the crowd. 

“I was with you in Virginia,’* said” one. 

“IT was with youin ’76,’’ said another, and 
one old veteran reached up and shook the 
general’s hand. The crowd listened quietly to 
him foiff awhile, but beganjfto get restle s 


CAPT. B. R. TILLMAN," 
when he deprecated the present strife, and 
compared Tillman’s course to that of Mahone. 
Here he was interrupted frequently by cheers 
for Tillman, and several times his yoice was 
drowned. 

Fifty special policemen had been sworn in, 
and scattered through the crowd to keep order. 
One of them was very vociferous in his inter- 
ruptions, and the chairman ordered him to stop 


“or take off his badge. He continued to talk 


back, and the badge wasjtaken from him. From 
that on he was the noisiest man in the crowd, 
continually interrupting the speakers and stir- 
ringup disorder all around him, among agroup 
of young farmers who were in liquor. 

General Hampton made his speech short, 
and sat down amid applause. 

THE JOINT DEBATE. 

Colonel Sawyer then announced a joint de- 
bate between Captain Tillman and Colonel 
John C. Haskell, with Haskell to start. 

“We don’t want to hear him,’ said the 
noisy man. 

“Captain Tillman wants you to hear him,”’ 
said the chairman. 

Here there was great confusion, and Captain 
Tillman appealed to the crowd to hear Colonel 
Haskell. 

‘‘Fellow-citizens,”’ said he, “‘this gentleman 
has come here by my invitation. He wanted 
me to ask him to Edgefield, but I didn’t care 
to meet him on my own dung-hill. It does 
seem that imy dung-hill has spread all over 
South Carolina this year. Nevertheless, all 
of you but about twenty-five are strangers to 
me, and this is as near neutral ground as we 
are likely to meeton. I ask you to give Mr. 
Haskell a quiet, calm hearing, and then I 
will take care of myself.” 

This sentence was lost in cheers for Till- 


man, and Colonel Haskell came forward. As | 


he did so there was another “don’t care to 


1 hear him.”

ASKING QUESTIONS. 

This preliminary shot shows how Colonel 
Haskell taiked to the crowd, and the interrup- 
tions show the ugly and intolerant spirit of the 
crowd. 

“Why did you quit the Richmond and Dan- 
ville railroad ?’’ asked a man in the crowd. 

‘‘Because I preferred to do a general prac- 
tice and not to take ® salagy from & corpora- 
tion, tv go and get my practice at the bar like 
other lawyers. But my reasons for quitting it 
no mau has a right to question. (A voice: “To 
get office.” 

‘Whenever a man comes before you asking 
for office you have the right to ask him almost 
anything you please; bat I court no office, I 
ask no one, and I take none and I will accept 
none.”’

it, Haskell, go it!” 

Such confusion followed that Captain Till- 
man appealed for order. 

“T can understand why some of my friends 
don’t like the way I wastreated at Columbia,”’ 
said he ‘‘but two wrongs don’t make a right. 
Fair play, and a free fight and Ican hold my 
hand against adozen like him. [Great cheer- 
ing.] Now let Colonel Haskell speak as a 
special favor to me.”’ 

‘‘No one regrets more than I do what oc- 
curred at Columbia,’’ said Colonel Haskell, ‘but 
I will say this, the noisiest men in the crowd 
were three or four young fellows from about 
his home, who were fuller of whisky than 
of brains.” 

He then renewed his argument that if the 
farmers, who make four-seventirs of the white 
population of the South Carolina government, 
without regard to others, would disfranchise 
the other three-seventlis,and the three-sevenths 
would not submit, there would be an ap* 
peal to the negro. The three-sevenths pay 
$319,857 taxes, and the four-sevenths pay $415,- 
905. The federal tax was ten times as great. 
Then occurred a colloquy between Haskell and 
Tillman on state expenses.

GENERAL GORDON 10 BE. IN ATTENDANCE 


CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., June 27.—[Spe- 
cial.|—The city is putting onits gayest colors 
in honor of the first general union of confed- 
erate yeterans since the war to be held here 
next week, commencing Thursday. 

A conservative estimate is that over 20,000 
of the veterans will be here. 

Large delegations are reported from Louis- 
iana, the Carolinas, the Virginias, and Mis- 
sissippi, while from Georgia and Alabama the 
old soldiers will fairly swarm into the city, and 
the boats of the Tennessee River Transporta- 
tion company will be taxed to their 
utmost to carry those living at points 
along the river and its tributaries. Sey- 
eral extreme northern cities having 
camps of confederate soldiers will also be 
largely represented. The ten railroad trunk 
lines centering here have granted one-fare 
rates, while they gratuitously transport mili- 
tary bands, tents, etc. Already 510 of the 
state troops have reported that they will go 
into camp next Sunday and be prepared for 
the competitive drills Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday, Outside companies from New Or- 
leans, Rome, Atlanta, Dalton and other cities 
Will also be here, but none but state troops cam 
enter the contest.

On Wednesday a reunion of the “medical 
corps of the confederate army will 
be held, pursuant to a call by 
Surgeon-General Joseph Jones,M.D. Rev.

Asuperb display from boats on the 
Tennessee river will begin with curtains 
of vapor, ending in carmine and 
emerald and an Egyptian sun- 
set. Saturday, July 5th, will be spent

Edgewood Avenue Being Cleared of Un- 
sightly Buildings.

An important move to that end was made 
by the East Atlanta Land company yesterday.

WYOMING'S STATEHOOD. 


The Senate Passes the Bill for the Admis- 
sion of Wyoming. 


WASHINGTON, June, 27.—Consideration of 
the bill for the admission of Wyoming as a 
State was resumed, and Mr. Morgan addressed 
the senate in opposition to it. If the people of 
the United States, he said, felt no greater in- 
terest in the bill than the senate had exhibited 
yesterday and during the whole of this discus- 
sion, it wouid be hardly worth while to take up 
any time in explanation of the principles in- 
volved. Either the majority of the senate had 
come to some understanding or agreement that 
the bill was to pass notwithstanding any ob- 
jJections or arguments that might urged 
against it, or else the matter of allowing new 
States Into the union had become such a com- 
monplace affair that it scarcely attracted the 
attention of those who were in the senate as 
ambassadors from their own states. The 
admission of a state into the 
union was, to his mind, the most 
solemn and important fact which the senate 
had to deal. Pretty nearly all the territory of 
the United States was now exhausted, in re- 
spect to which the senate could exercise the 
high function of creating local sovereignties 
within the boundaries of the union, and it 
seemed to him that, in the disposition of the 
remainder of it, there ought to be some 
thoughtful and careful attention to all future 
interests, not merely of the people immediately 
concerned, but also to the preservation of a 
just balance of powerin the senate between 
the different geographical sections of the 
ecuntry. The protection thrown by the con- 
stitution around the respective states in the 
versons of their senators and in their influence 
in the senate indicated that there ought to be 
the most conservative care exercised in refer- 
ence to the admission of new states. Looking 
at the rights of his own state, and of other 
sister states, he had the clear right and 
also obligatory duty, to ascertain whether the 
state proposed to be admitted had shown a 
sufficient degree of qualifications in the pro- 
ceedings which had led up to the organization 
that presented itself, and to see whether it 
Was in allj respects such a civil community as 
ought to be invested with the power of local 
sovereignty. 

Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, having called the 
attention of the presiding ofticer to audible 
conversation carried on between senators, 
Morgan said that the conversation did not 
disturb him at all; that he was talking to 
reporters and to the country, and that he did 
not expect to get the attention of the senate 
because, although one rose from the dead, he 
could not get the attention in the senate dur- 
ing the hours of the. working up political 
projects and plans. 

The conference report upon the legislative, 
executive and judicial appropriation bill was 
presented and agreed to and a new conference 
ordered upon the remaining itemsin dispute. 

Mr. Morgan tiren resumed his speech. He 
favored the substitute offered yesterday by Mr. 
Jones, of Arkansas, an enabling act for 
Wyoming, Idaho, Arizona and New Mexico. 
The adoption of the substitute was the only 
way to eliminate from the question elements of 
political considerations. 

Finally at the end of along debate between 
Mr. Morgan anda numberof senators who 
plied him with questions suggested by points 
in his argument, the question was taken on 
Mr. Jones’ substitute (an enabling§J act for 
Wyoming, Idaho, Arizona and New Mexico), 
mae was rejected by a strict party vote—18 


Mr. Jones, of Arkansas, then moved as a 
substitute an enabling act for Wyoming alone, 
and it was rejected by exactly the same vote. 

The bill was then passed by a strict party 
vote—yeas 29, nays 18. 

A conference was asked on amendments 
made to the house bill, and Messrs. Platt, Cul- 
lom and Jones of Arkansas were appointed 
conferees on part of the senate. 

The bill for the admission of Idaho was 
taken up, and went over as ‘‘unfinished busi- 
ness’”’ till Monday next. 

After a brief executive session, the senate 
adjourned till tomorrow.

AT THE COURT-HOUSE. 


THE MEETING ADJOURNED LAST 
NIGHT DOING NOTHING. 


Colonel Livingston Speaks—The Committee 
Work is Without Result—Some Con- 
fusion Toward the Close. 


The meeting called for last evening at the 
cn maaan adjourned without doimg any- 
thing. 

It was half-past eight when the meeting was 


called to order by Mr. Dave Vining. There 


were seventy-two people present. Probably 
the most prominent amongst them were Colo- 
nel Livingston, President Starnes, of the 
county alliance; Editor Brown, of the South- 
ern Alliance Farmer, and Secretary Jim Har- 
ris, of the Locomotive Engineers. 

Upon motion of Mr. Daye Vining, Mr. 
Lewis, a railroadman, was made chairman. 
Then Mr. Vining explained the object of the 
meeting. 

He alluded to the fact that Colonel Living- 
ston was present, and would make a short talk 
to them. : 

“The public generally,” said he, “are wel- 
come to hear that. But when he concludes 
we have business to transact that only mem- 
bers of labor organizations are interested in, 
we will, of course, ask those who are not 
members of some labor organization to with- 
draw. The meeting was called for the sake of 
the laboring men, to have the farmers and the 
working people of Atlanta become better 
acquainted and to transact busixess for their 
common good.’’ 

Colonel Livingston spoke for about thirty 
minutes, reviewing the issues in the con- 
gressional race, identifying the interests of all 
labor organizations, devoting considerable 
time to the financial situation of the country 
and referring to the sub-treasury plan. 

The speech was very well received. 

Atits conclusion Mr. Vining called out a 
committee of fifteen, representing the alli- 
ance and two or three labor organizations. 

They retired to the jury-room, and remained 
there about forty minutes. 

They addressed themselves directly to the 
matter of endorsing candidates for the legisla- 
ture. The discussion then waxed warm. 
Several combinations were proposed, but 
none were generally satisfactory. 

Finally, Mr. Zack Martin and Mr. Charlie 
Barrett, two members of the committee, came 
out of the room, refusing to remain in session 
any longer. 

Both these gentlemen are strong friends of 
Mr. O’ Neill. 

The committee then agreed to make no re- 
port to the meeting, but for each delegation to 
report to the body by whom it was delegated— 
the alliance delegation to report to the county 
alliance, etc. 

While the committee had been locked up in 
the jury-room, the crowd outside had elected 
Mr. Austin, a farmer, chairman of their body. 

They were at some loss to decide what they 
could do, and finally. decided that they could 
do nothing that would bind any of the organi- 
zations represented. The matter of the elec- 
tion of three county commissioners was dis- 
cussed, , 

When the committee came back without any 
report there was a sort of interregnum for 
caucussing. 

The most prominent caucus was that ofa 
number of alliancemen, including Mr. Walter 
S. deWolf, President Starnes, and a few 
others. They finally agreed, for themselves, 
upon Colonel John B. Goodwin,Mr. 8S. M. Talia- 
ferro and Mr. E. W. Martin for a legislative 
ticket, and further agreed to hold a meeting on 
the 5th of July, at Fowler’s hall, on Marietta 
street, and try to have this ticked endorsed by 
the county alliance. 

Mr. Vining then announced that the time 
had come to exclude all those that were not 
alliancemen, and not on the committees ap- 
pointed by the other organizations. 

“Does that mean,” asked one of the crowd, 
‘that we are not wanted here unless we belong 
to the alliance or belong to one of these com- 
mittees ?”’ 

That was true, he was told. 

‘“‘All laboring men were invited to be here,’’ 
he persisted. 

“The meeting to which they were invited is 
over with,” said Mr. Vining. ‘This is 
just—”’ 

‘Ts this a stocked meeting?” asked another 
man in the crowd. ! 

‘‘What did you tell us to come for, if you 
didn’t want us here?’’ demanded another. 

The confusion lasted for a minute or two, 
and then somebody made a motion to adjourn. 

The motion was carried, and the meeting 
broke up about 10 o’clock without taking any 
action.

ATLANTA, GA., JUNE 27, 1890. 
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Welcome to Georgia! 

There seems to be no doubt that the 
Louisville and Nashville Railroad system, 
through the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis railroad, a part of its system, has 
made an acceptable bid for the Western and 
Atlantic railroad, and that the lease of this 
property of the state will be awarded it. 

This is good news for Atlanta, and good 
mews for Georgia. Atlanta especially will 
profit by the entrance ofthe Louisville and 
Nashville inte this territory, because it will 
be the pivotal point from whence two ofthe 
greatest railroad systems on earth will 
operate. The nominal headquarters may be 
elsewhere, but Atlanta will become the 
virtual headquarters of both systems, which 
meet here on common ground, and through 
‘Atlanta must come the bulk of the great 
traffic which each will strive to carry from 
the Atlantic to the west, or from the west to 
¢he Atlantic. 

In leasing the Western and Atlantic the 
Louisville and Nashville simply begins its 
work in Georgia. Asit already controls a half 
interest in the Georgia railroad to Augusta, 
it will, with the State road, own a through 
line from Chattanooga to Augusta, via At- 
lanta. 

Its next step will be to the ocean with a 
line of its own. While it will find no trouble 
in making ample trafic arrangements to 
give it the full benefit of through rates from 
the Atlantic to the west, or vice versa, it 
will not be satisfied until it establishes a 
through line of its own to the coast, and 
rests itself in the bosom of one of our At- 
Jantic ports. It may be Charleston, and the 
South Carolina railroad may make the link 
that will give the Louisville and Nashville 
its coast connection, The South Carolina 
road, only a short while ago out of the hands 
of a receiver, is now in anything but a 
prosperous condition, and it will be the 
making of it if the Louisville and Nashville 
throws its strong arms around it. 

There have been rumors that our own 
little Atlanta and Florida might become a 
part of the Louisville and Nashville system, 
in the event of the latter's reaching Atlanta. 
It would bea very easy matter then for it to 
push on from Fort Valley to the ocean. 

When the Louisville and Nashville gets as 
far as Atlanta there are plenty of ways for 
it to go further, and ample inducements for 
it to do so, but taking the question of ex- 
tension out of consideration, the mere fact 
that the Western and Atlantic becomes a 
part of this great system, will result in great 
benefit to the state, for when it reaches At- 
Janta it touches the commercial heart of the 
state, and comes in direct contact with the 
great trade pulsations which have Atlanta 
#8 a common center. 

What benefits Atlanta benefits the state, 
and what benefits the state benefits Atlanta, 

The coming of the Louisville and Nash- 
ville into Georgia will have a wonderful 
effect on the railroad situation in this state. 

We welcome it, and may its career in 
Georgia be characterized by the develop- 
ment which has always accompanied its 
entrance into other states ! 


The Weather North and West. 

We are disposed to growl at the warm 
weather in this favored region, where the 
wind blows over the Piedmont hills and 
tempers the sun to the thin seersucker and 
the lengthy linen duster; but when we con- 
sider the heat in the north and west—how 
it is baking and broiling down on the peo- 
ple in the fields, in the factories, in the 
work-shops everywhere, we are inclined to 
think that we are in the frigid zone, or very 
near it. 

In New York the people are sweltering; 
in Chicago they are perspiring freely, and 
@ Minneapolis they are being roasted alive. 

In the latter place it is thought that the 
trouble over the census is responsible for the 
warm wave. ‘The heat has been very severe 
in the factories, where there have been a 
number of prostrations from it, and laborers 
on the streets have suffered from it, 

When you are inclined to quarrel with 
the weather, just think of the peoplein the 
northjand west, and the thought will be as re- 
freshing as a breeze from Greenland’s icy 
mountains. We are cool in comparison 
with other parts of the country. So let us 


‘ be thankful, 


England’s Trade With Germany. 

It is amusing to note the mauner in which 
the European powers are trading away a 
country which does not belong to them. 
For instance, England, fired with the Afri- 
can fever, and desiring to have free course 
through the country, lias traded a place with 
@ very warm name—Heligoland—to Ger- 
many for that country’s interest in east 
Africa. 

Germany has, need of Heligoland and 
England has need of Africa. They didn’t 
‘Want to quarrel when they met in the Af- 
rican wilds, and so they swapped horses on 
the way. 

But we are glad of the trade. If Africa 
is to be colonized and civilized we would 
rather have the natives speaking English, 
for a native African would get but an in- 
different dialect in the German tongue, and 
we could never clearly understand the race 
problem in that 

The return of Stanley has inspired Eng- 


_ Jand with new zeal in the work of coloniz- 
frica, and while, of course, her motive 
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have its beneficial effects, and if it accom- 
plishes nothing but the abolition of the in- 
famous Arab slave trade, the natives will 
owe the English a lasting debt of gratitude. 

But more than this will be accomplished 
before another decade, though not, it is 
feared, without war and bloodshed, which 


‘ has always resulted where civilization has 


forceditsway. | 
The Heroes of the Mines. 

The world has watched with keen interest 
and deepest sympathy the work of the 
miners of Dunbar to rescue their imprisoned 
comrades. They went at it with a will, and 
worked for days without hope. But when 
they heard thase mysterious sounds from 
within—the answering blows of the men 
who were trying to dig their way to liberty 
and light, they were inspired with new 
strength and courage, and worked harder 
than before. 

But the sounds that seemed to hint of 
life in the dark caverns of earth were as the 
ticking of a watch upon the body of a dead 
man—illusive and faint; and finally the 
mystic tap-tap of the picks from within 
ceased altogether. 

But the men on the surface did not lose 
heart. Day and night they kept steadily at 
their task—trying to reach hope through the 
heavy walls of despair—going down, down, 
deep into the earth where their comrades 
were resting within the iron gates of death. 

There is something tender and pathetic in 
their labor of love, in which they were 
strengthened and sustained by the throbbing 
hearts of the wives. and mothers who 
thronged about them and cheered them on 
to the rescue of their loved ones. 

There is gloom in the mines of Dunbar, 
and gloom in the cottages that dot the hills 
above; but with tears for the dead, there is 
still honor for the living heroes who sought 
to save the lost. 


Harrison’s Opportunity. 

The Philadelphia Times thinks that Presi- 
dent Harrison has now reached the cross- 
roads ‘‘which present to him the choice 
between party and country, between success 
and disaster,’’ in the opportunity which has 
been afforded him to veto the new pension 
bill. Byastroke of his pen he can make 
the bill a law or defeat it altogether. 

It is the opinion of the Times that if Gen- 
eral Grant were president today no such pen- 
sion bill, involving as it does a burden of 
$50,000,000 more than the revenues on the 
people, would have ever been offered for his 
signature, or that if sucha bill had passed 
congress it would have been promptly re- 
turned with a veto. But the Times says, 
and with truth, that Grant was a leader and 
Harrison a follower. We quote from the 
Times as follows: 

President Harrison must now choose between 
the road that leads to honest national expenditure 
and the road that leads to hopeless national bank-_ 
ruptey. Which will he choose? He knows that 
his approval of the new pension bill must bank- 
rupt the treasury fully $50,000,000 next year; pos- 
sibly from $75,000,000 to $100,000,000, and that there 
must be increased taxes imposed upon the people 
to the extent of from $50,000,000 to $100,000,000 a 
year to pay the pensions which will be obtained 
under the loose provisions of§the measure. Thisis 
no mere speculation. The cross-roads which now 
confront the president have unmistakable finger- 
boards on them pointing to inevitable and hope- 
less bankruptcy or to honest expenditure with 
honest pensions. In no way can he hope to escape 
an appalling treasury deficit next year if the pen- 
sion bill now in his hands shall be given his ap- 
proval, and what excuse can a president give for 
such a tatal error when the hunger-cry of the 
people in every section is for reduced taxes? 

These are startling figures, but they tell 
the truth. In this bill the president is con- 
fronted with a grave _ responsibility—the 
gravest that has confronted him since he as- 
sumed the executive office. There is, how- 
ever, only one course for him topursue. He 
is lawyer enough to understand the clear 
and concise briefs of the bill which have 
been freely furnished him by the newspa- 
pers; with. the figures before him, his de- 
cision must be for the people and against 
the spoilsmen who, to strengthen their party, 
would weaken and impoverish the country. 
There is no way but the right way, and the 
wayfaring man, though a fool, need not err 
with the facts before him. 

Aside irom this view of it, it is necessary 
for President Harrison to veto this bill i 
order to offset some of the bad blunders he 
has made during his administration. He 
has now an opportunity to redeem much of 
the past and to set himself right with the 
people. The chance is with him. What 
will he do with it? 

Alabama’s.Dead at Fredericksburg. 


A number of Alabama’s soldiers who were 
slain.in the late war sleep in unmarked 
graves in Fredericksburg cemetery. 

It is a pity that this should be the case; 
the graves of the Georgia soldiers there have 
been marked—many of them with neat head- 
stones, Why should Alabama’s soldiers be 
forgotten or ignored? 

There are many Alabamians in Georgia 
who would doubtless contribute something 
toward the erection .of marble memorials 
over their fallen comrades if an appeal were 


the dead, and one which they would will- 
ingly perform. 

Contributions for this noble purpose may 
be forwarded to Mrs. Annie S. Barney, 
Fredericksburg, Virginia, and they should 
be cheerfully given. Let citizens of Ala- 
bama respond liberally, and see that every 
soldier’s dust is marked with a fitting me 
morial.

Industrial Education. 

Epitrors CoONsTITUTION: In the _ industrial 
schools of France and Belgiumthe pupils are oc- 
cupied about eight hours per day. The intellect- 
ual instruction is the same as in other schools, 
except that ancient languages are omitted en- 
tirely. During the middle of the day and an hour 
or two in the afternéon, they work in the shops 
and laboratories under the direction of those who 
teach the rationale of the art of designing, en- 
graving, coloring, dying, silk and ribbon weaving, 
lace-making, toy-making,ivory and ornamental 
wood-work, wicker basket and mat-work, 
wood-carving, light stone and marble-cutting, 
glass-work and light metal-work, suchtas mathe- 
matical and surgical instruments, ornamental 
moulding of tiles and pottery, smallgmusical in- 
struments, needle-craft, cutting and fitting as an 
illustration of applied mechanical drawing, and 
in the higher grades the elements of cooking and 
kitchen chemistry as an illustration of applied 
chemistry, designing in prints, carpets, wall- 
paper, ete. 

The St. Louis and Chicago manual training 
schools were organized complete in buildings de- 
signed and built for the purpose. The industrial 
school at Toledo comprises shops, laboratories 
and drawing-rooms built on to study and recita- 
tion-rooms then existing and furnished by the 
city high school. The same is true of the 
Cleveland and Denver industrial schools. Of 
the Tulane school, at New Orleans, I have no 
details.. In a majority of cases where shops have 


been attached to existing schools unused rooms in- 


the basement have been utilized. 

The distinguishing feature of the Toledo school 
is that it is mixed. Girls in divisions by them- 
selves are not only taught all of the drawing that 
the boys have, but the light wood-work, inclading 
wood-earving, cooking, needle- work, cutting and 
fittting as applications of chemistry and mechan- 
ical drawing respectively. 

I have examined the gratif ying results obtained 
at the girls’ and boys’ industrial exhibition, at 
Philadelphia, and the exhibit of the St. Louis 
Manual Training school, at the St. Louis exposi- 
tion. These exhibits have proved a genuine sen- 
sation, and will certainly exeit a werful infiu- 
ence for the spread of the system elsewhere. The 
exhibit included thousands of specimens of boys’ 
and giris’ handiwork in carpentry, turning, pat- 
tern-making, wood carving, engraving, forging, 
brazing, mpeg —— , 8crew-cutting, model- 
i ract Signing for carpets, wall rs, 
delicate needie-work and embroidery, 
These practical walks of life will never 
be overcrowded, and et the range of 
occupations here opened will have the children so 
distributed as to give free play to their talents. 
If the systein is costly, itis nevertheless an ex- 
cellent investment, which tells to the best aa- 
vantage of the community where it is located, 
and will in the end reap a rich reward for the cost 
of their education. 

How many grown men and women in the whole 
gouth are q ified for the classes of work above 
mentioned? With our millions of bales of cotton 
is there a single bolt of prints made at home? 
How many persons are there in the south 
who can design asimple calico pattern in har- 
monious colors? Where are our wood-carvers? 
It has been well said, “‘that wesell our trees by 
the car load and buy them back by the square 
inch’’—frequeéntly paying as much fora table or 
chair as we receive for an acre or more of wood- 


just now beginning to learn the ways 
nt and. wide-awake neighbors of the 
north, east and west. re is but one way out of 
our helplessness and poverty, and that way lies

Give giris and bo clear and 
accurate thoughts of real things, of the material 
world we live in, of thé laws of materials, of 
qualities and then of quantities before you yen- 
ture on the field of abstractions.. Before you 
cultivate the high arts make sure of the low ones, 
Without them as afoundation, no superstructure 
of fine art can safely be built. Teach, as the aim 
of education, language and literature and mathe- 
matics with a view to make each child a master 
of the art of verbal pin aaggae Teach mechanical 
and free-hand drawing with the conventions 
of shade and color, and aim at a mastery of the 
art of pictorial expression. Lastly teach the cun- 
ning fingers the wonderful power and use of tools, 
and aim at web less than a mastery of the fun- 
damental mechanical processes. To do all these 
things while the mind is gaining ——- and 
clearness and material tor thought, is the function 
of a boys’ and girls’ industrial school.

It further provides that the road shall be 
kept in the condition of other first-class roads 
in Georgia, and a board of examiners can be 
created by the governor to look after the state’s 
interest in this respect. ‘‘And if,’”” to quote 
the language of this section, ‘‘by report of the 
examiners appointed by the state’s authorities, 
it shall appear that the lessee or lessees have 
permitted said road to be reduced to a condi- 


tion below the first-class roads 
of this state, or any of said prop- 
erty has been lost, consumed or  perma- 


nently removed from the state, the lessee or 
lessees shall be liable for such depreciation, or 
deterioration, or loss, consumption or removal, 
and the governor of the state shall apply a suf- 
ficiency of the bonds deposited as security to 
restore said road to its condition at the date of 
the aforesasd previous examination ; Provided, 
that before proceeding under and by virtue of 
any report of said examiners, to apply any of 
the bonds deposited by said company as secur- 
ity, the governor shall cause atopy of such 
report to be delivered to the _ president, 
or some other officer of said company, and 
the company shall have ten days from the 
receipt of such copy within which to file ob- 
jections to said report with the governor. And 
upon such objections being filed, thefgovernor 
and the company shall appoint two men each, 
and these four shall appoint a fifth man, all 
of said men to be railroad experts, and none 
of them connected with said railroad, nor with 
any road interested therein, and said five men 
so selected as aforesaid, shall constitute a 
board of arbitration, who shall examine the 
matters referred to in the report and excep- 
tions, and shall make up an award, which 
shall be final and conclusive in the premises.” 

The lessees must make annval reports show- 
ing the exact condition of tlre road, the receipts 
and expenses, in short complete information of 
the condition and operation of the road during 
each year of the lease. : 

The lessees are to become a corporation un- 
der the laws of Georgia, if not already so, un- 
derthe name ofthe Western and Atlantic 
Railroad company.

FATALLY STABBED. 


CARPENTER STABS ANOTHER 
SIX TIMES. 


ONE 


George Hammett Cuts LaFayette Bryant 
Down and Leaves Him for Dead—Par- 
ticulars of the Fight. 


Six bloody gashes! 
LaFayette Bryant is probably dying from 
the effects of six terrible stabs from a knife in 
the hands of George Hammett. 
The fight occurred late yesterday afternoon, 
and Hammett eluded the officers and made his 
escape. : 
Bryant and Hammett are both mechanics, 
and the trouble between them dates 
back a year or more, when Hammett 
borrowed a dollar from Bryant, and failed to 
pay it back. Afterwards he borrowed five 
dollars from Bryant, and the latter finding that 
he was likely to be left, took out an attach- 
ment on Hammett’s tools. 
Hammett paid the debt, and the two became 
apparently good friends again.

When he got off he was near the house that

A few hot words passed and Hammett drew 
his knife and began stabbing Bryant. 

He gave him five murderous cuts in the 
back, one of which possibly penetrated the 
hollow.

Walker Street School.

SOME PLAIN TALK, 


A Prominent Negro Lectures Upon the Race 
Question. 

A.B. Walker, the Canadian negro lawyer, who 
has been in Atlantasome time, and whose views 
upon all matters have been sought by many people 
of his race, delivered a lecture at Friendship Bap- 
tist church last night. 

In the course of his remarks the colored lawyer 
advanced some very sensible ideas. He congratu- 
Jated both races on the wonderful progress that 
has been made throughout the south during the 
last quarter of acentury. As to the vuegroes, the 
outiook for them was exceedingly hopeful and en- 
couraging. They lived in a rich and beautiful 
land, and among a brave and a noble people. The 
white aristocracy of the south, he said, is of 
the purest and the best blood-in the world. 
He was much surprised, he said, to find the south. 
ern whites so tolerant and patient in their dealings 
withthe negroes. Itis strong evidence that the 
white people of the south—that is, the high-spir- 
ited white peopie—are the best people on the 
world to be entrusted with the labor and the duty 
of civilizing the negro race. The negroes are 
better treated in the south, taking everything into 
account that enters into the machinery of human 
development, than in any other part of the 
world. As the best proof of this statement, the 
negroes are more prosperous in the south than in 
any other part of the world. - 
Hie trusted he would not be misunderstood; he 
did not mean to Say that the inspiration of the 
southern negroes, except in very rare cases, is as 
refined and ethical and circumspect as the inspi- 
ration of negroes who have never felt the influ 
ence of slave institutions, or who have enjoyed a 
much longer term of freedom and liberty. But 
when it,;comes to comparing notes and circum- 
stances and environments, and weighing and cal- 
culating the results of these notes and circum- 
stances and environments, he -would put the 
gouthern negroes against the whole earth. Their 
material prosperity was simply phenomenal. On 
no part of the globe could the same class of negroes 
—negroes actuated with the same quality of 

nius and inspiration—have made the same ma- 

ial procress, that is, the hoarding up of mate- 
rial wealih in Same time as the southern 
negroes have made since the close of the. civil 
war. 

And the southern white people deserve a share 
of the praise for this progress. They have stood 
by the negroes and employed them and befriended 
them in an unparalleled degree. This talk about 
the southern white peepie hating the negroes 
simply 
more nor less than senseless ganimon, He had dis- 
cussed the situation of the southern negroes with 
some of the brightest and most thoughtful philos- 
ophers of both the old and the new world, and 
found the educated southerner as broad and 
philosophic in his views of the situation as any 
man he had met. If anything, the educated 
southerner has the advantage—he has superadded 
to his philosophy of theory the stern philosophy 
of iacts and experience. The destiny of the 
southern negroes is a problem of humanity and 
must be worked out according to the laws of 
human evolution. 

This is the latest dictum of philosophy. Hence,the 
negroes Must co down to the very bottom of civil- 
ization and explore all its mysteries and secrets. 
They must educate themseives up to the full 
stature of manhood and womanhood, or sooner 
or latet suifer the awful penalty of ignorance. 

The timeis drawing near when ignorance will 
be punished inthecourts of justice asa most 
heinous crime. That is, the day is not far distant 
when ignorant men and women will be treated as 
danverous criminals. 

There was another thing he would 
like to linpress upon the southern 
Megroes, namely, the real value of being con- 
sistent. They not unfrequently preach or advo- 
cate a justica.that they themselves are the first 
to violate or dishonor. If a white man refuses to 
wait upon a negro asa matter of business, he has 
to plead to a suit for damages; if a negro refuses 
to wait upon a negro as a matter of business, he is 
made the negro mogul of some negro social or- 
ganization. The act of the negro justifies the act 
of the white man, but the negro will not allow 
him-elf to see this point. 

The lecturer remarked that if the “civil rights

act onstitutional he could close up every 
megry barber-shop in the United States, simply 
becuuse every negro barber except those who kept 
“Jim Crow’ shops would refuse te wait upona 


negro, however prominent or respectable. He 


knit ro barbers who would not wait upon 
Bishop Crowther, the greatest and the wisest 
negro in all the earth; yet,if some hotel proprie- 
tor should happen to refuse him entertainment, 


the sclii-same negro barbers would shout them- 
selves hoarse about the cruelties of white preju- 

The negrocs should learn to be consistent, 
measure out to others the same justice they 


would have others measure out tothem. Solong 
as the negroes themselves will cringe 
to sentiment for a paltry dime 
they should not complain when 


white men yield to it with thousands of dollars at 
Stake. The ostracism of the negroes is not at all 
the penaity of color or hue, but the stern poPasy 
of concition. Of course some very bright and 
kind-hearted scholars and philosophers begin 
with the bypothesis of complexion and arrive at 
the conc!u-ion that color or hue is alone the cause 
of the negro’s enhappy place in the social world. 
But this is a faliacy, and the way it intrudes itself 
is very simple; color is a variable concomitant,but 
it is taken for granted by the logicians as an ab- 
solute antecedent. Andthis is a pardonable er- 
ror, 2n error into which the very cleverest eyen 
some times are likely to drift. 

To distinguish between the perplexing shades of 
logic is sometimes exceedingly difficult. Itis no 
lit le matter of surprise that in reasoning on great 

uman questions so few mistakes are made and 80 
Buch accuracy is obtaned. The negroes of the 
south should cultivate the confidence and friend- 
ship o& thé southern white people because the 
Bouthern white people are the best people in the 
word and will do more for the negroes than any 

opic inthe world. ‘The very best types of the 
tee race are found in the south among the 
best white families, Hence, the best spot on 
the earth for the negroes to live is the south. 

The lecturer saidthat during his stay in 
the south he _ learned to love its good 
and noble and generous-hearted white peo- 
ple. He had been in the south but six 
months anid up to date had not found a narrow- 
minded southerner. He did not mean to Say, how- 
ever, that a narrow-minded southerner could not be 
found, but only that he had not found one. He had 
meta large number of professionai gentlemen, 
and merchants and business men, and without a 
Single exception they had all treated him kindly 
and friendly. The negroes must clear from their 
minds the foolish superstition that a man must be 
as perfect as a deity before he can be admired and 
appreciated for his good acts and deeds, Israel, 
Abraham, Moses, Samuel, David, Solomon, 
Isaiah, Jeremiah—names everybody looks upon 
with a cheerful and hearty reverence—were 
far indeed from being divinely  per- 
fect. One of the greatest names _ In 
history—Mahomct—whose- followers number 
250,000,000, adopting his name as the title of their 
religion and nationality, was frail in many ways. 
Great Buddha himself has left arecord open to 
many very weighty criticisms, and yet more than 
209,000,000 of faithtulfworshipers ask him daily to 
soften their hardships and blot out their sins. 

Pherefore, the names of ¢Alexander H,. Stephens 
and Henry W. Grady should never be forgotten. 
Such names are as imperishable as the eternal 
fates who carry the keys of human memory. 
God, rather than have a mighty name perish and 
fade away, would put a new planetin the skies and 
faise up some great astronomer and inspire him to 
Give it that mighty name. : 

Here he paid a neat and eloquent tribute to Mr. 
Grady, reading a passage from his Boston speech,

and pronouncing it one of the most exquisite | 


flights of poetic oratory in the English language.. 
He said he never had the pleasure of meeting.the 
Boble and eloquent Georgian, and_. there- 
fore considered himsetf very unfortunate, He 
felt quite sure Mr. Grady would have been his 
friend and would have helped him or extended to 
ma warm hand in his struggles. 
The negroes should learn to study humanity as 
nabity, and study it, too, through the telescope 
a broad and wise intelligenee, In other words, 
they should study men as men, angels as. angels, 
and gods as gods. In this way they will not mis- 
interpret the purposes of theiw friends or be 
ailured by the sophistry of their pretending de- 
fenders. 


Lawyer Walker closed with a strong pen picture 
of the future, when all prejudice would be laid 
BSide, and the negro, like the white man, would 
bend his energies to the development of the land 
wherein he makes his homie.

THE STOCK MARKET. 
{he Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, June 27.—The temporary strin- 
rency in the money rates yesterday is explained 
o¥ the maturing of the obligations requiring the 
ocking up of $2,000,000 for the day, and today 
Nhere was an easier feeling in the market, not- 
withstanding that the bank statement is expected 
to be rather unfavorable tomorrow, and all call 
loans run till Monday. There was no new feature 
of special importance in the railroad situation, 
although Chieago speciala reported that every- 
thing has been arranged for the restoration of 
freight rates throughout the west and northwest. 
The influence of this announcement was fairly 
overcome by the continuance of the Illinois Cen- 
tral strike, notwithstanding reports that there 
would probably be anend to it today. Dealings 
in railroad stocks were completely eclipsed in in- 
terest by a renewed sensation in Chicago Gas, in 
which transactions ran up to very large figures, 
while the most pronounced strength was displayed 
by that stock, which rose 3 per centto 57%, yield- 
ing only small fractions upon a pressure to Sell. 
Sugar was unusually dull, as transactions in the 
unlisted department reached the smallest figures 
for any full day fora long time, the interest in 

trading being small and fluctuations ona similar 
scale. In the regular list St. Paul, Atchison, 
Reading, Richmond and West Point and Louis- 
ville and Nashville were the most prominent, but 
dealings were comparatively light, while they 
were traded in over a small range. Among the 
specialties there were a few marked movements, 
and Hocking Valley, Evansville and Terre Haute 
and Laclede Gas made sharp advances on compar- 
atively large trading for those stocks. Late in 
the day money again was forced up to an exorb- 
itant rate, and the effect was seen in the gradual 
wiping out of the early improvement inthe gen- 
eral list, though no material downward movement 
was scored. The evident disposition of local op- 
erators, owing in a great part to dullness and the 

srospect that it will continue for some time, is to 
Dammor the list, and in the absence of any check 
prices may be expected to slowly shade off.
